COMPETING WITH THE BUSSES 
For the past five or six years Ameri- 


can rail-way executives have been bewail- 
ing the fact that busses and private auto- 
mobiles have made large inroads into 
their passenger business. 
This wail has 


been loud and insistent. If the railways 
would do less wailing and look about for 
means with which to improve th"ir pas- 
senger service we are certain that a deal • 
of the traffic that has been lost to the 
busses and private automobiles would be 
easily regained. One reason why the rail- 
ways have suffered a'sluuip in passenger 
revenue is because the service has not 
been modernized and the comfort of the 
traveling public considered. 
The bame 


class of service that was being given two 
or three decades ago is still being handed 
out. 
Little or no conscientious effort has 


been made to make the public more com- 
fortable or to give it faster railway trans- 
portation, particularly on the short runs. 


The rail-ways of this country are often 


considered without a peer in the world, 
and they-probably are. with the exception 
of those in the British Isles. The British 
railway man has seen the menace of the 
busses and is not sitting back weeping 
crocodile tears over the outlook. On the 
contrary, he has braced his shoulders 
and gone in competition with the busses 
by putting on faster trains, more com- 
modious coaches and better equipped 
eleeping. observation, dining and parlor 
cars. He has improved his road beds so 
that traveling is a real pleasure, not a 
hardship, as is the case on many roads in 
the United States. 


Edward Hungerford. one of the best 


known authorities on railway transporta- 
tion in-the world, has just completed a 
survey of European railways for the Sat- 
urday Evening Post. 
In -regard to the 


railways in the British Isles. Hungerford 
makes a very pertinent observation : 


"If you will ~o to the nearest railway sta- 


tion over there and take the first passenger tram 
that comes along, you will probably get a bet- 
ter, a swifter and a more comfortable tram 
i lian if 'you went to one of our railway stations 
here in the T'nited States and took the first 
stvrrage train lhat came along. The American,
